What it Has Cost. 


The epidemic has cost sevent>-one 


lives In Hawaii, untold suffering and 
mtsery to thousands of 
natives and 


Orientals, and mil.ions of dollar?. It 
has been a very dreadful visitation, 
but if i-s hard-learned lessons are not 
forgotten great good will come out of 
all the suffering and loss of the last 
four or five months. The need 
most 


sharply emphasized was that of a new 
and complete sewer system. 
Appro- 


priations have been made for this and 
tie work is under way, so that in this 
respect at least the city promises to put 
Use i f on a par with Other citeis, having 
among its people a large number of 
highly intelligent and progressive An- 
clo-Saxons.

Honolulu's Hard Lesson. 


Honolulu haa learned in a very hard 


-chool the lesson of cleanliness, and 
has learned it at the time when it will 
i'o the most good and the least harm. 
Constant watchfulness ie the only pos- 
sible way to keep 
Chinese quarters 


from becoming foul and dangerous, and 
the need of inspecting these will never 
..ease. We can only hope that the good 
citizeua of Honolulu will not forget, 
in the days when the epidemic be- 
comes a hazy memory, to be told about 
33 a picturesque incident of the 
old 


Honolulu before the American influx 
began, what the plague has taught UB, 
and what will come to the city again 
if its teachings 
are disregarded. It 


must be confessed that there are 
doubts on this point. 


Foremost Men in the Fight. 


A review of the plague would hardly 


be complete without some mention of 
the men who have been foremost in 
righting the epidemic and helping to 
ma.Ke Honolulu a clean port.

Wood has probably had more than any 
othei man to do with the long battle in 
all i-t phases, from the fires to the exam- 
ination of plague 
victims, and from

".lack ' Atkinson, after a long siege 


ot nli c t on Maui, is back in Honolulu 
again a. riving on the Claud ne, and is 
rapidly convalescing. He was at,c,om- 
panied here by his sister, Mrs A. M 
| Brown, who went to Wailuku to nurse 
him when he was ill in the Wailuku 
hospital of malaria. 


As superintendent of the quarantine 


camp at Kahuiui, Mr. Atkiaeon made It 
a model one in every respect, his asso- 
ciation with the kerosene warehouse 
camp in Honolulu having given him all 
the pointers necessary to place the Maul 
camp in fine shape upon his arrival 
He has none but words of praise for the 
Maul people, whom he says gave him 
every assistance necessary to clean out 
the plague at Kahuiui.

General relaxation In health depart- 


ments and a great revival in business 
circles characterized the day following 
the passing of the quarantine cloud. 
Board or Health officials found yester- 
day for the most part a day of peace and 
quiet. Relieved of the strain of the 
quarantine period, they could take their 
ease and go back in their minds over 
the events of interest of the last few 
exciting months in the history of Ho- 
nolulu. 


One man, however, was kept pretty 


busy all day, and that was Private Sec- 
retary Hendry. Everybody who had any 
business at health headquarters talked 
to Hendry, and last night that gentle- 
man was hoarse through answering 
questions. Most of the questions were 
useless ones, too, as the raising of the 
quarantine had alrtady settled them. A 
gieat number of Chinese and Japanese 
wanted their prophylactic certificates 
endorsed, showing that seven days had 
elapsed since they took the serum. Hen- 
dry stamped the documents to sausf> 
all parties, telling the orientals at the 
same time that the papers were super 
fluous. since the city was no longer in 
quarantine. 


The board room at headquarters wil 


remain open all day for the present, as 
there is considerable back business to 
be attended to. President Wood, who 
has returned to his private practice 
will not be seen at the board's office at 
often as heretofore, attending only as 
necessity requires. 


Although the quarantine is pau, Dr 


Wood will by no means piactice less 
precaution In those matters where pre 
cautions are necessary. Ships from the 
plague infected ports will be very care 
fully watched, and everything poss.ble 
will be done to protect Honolulu from 
a possible recurrence of the epidemic. 


There are still some things to remind 


people very forcibly of what they have 
just passed tnrough. The fences arounc 
the burnt district, foe instance, are a 
constant reminder of the sanitary fires 
and what brought them about. Nor wil 
U-ese barriers be removed until it has 
been definitely decided that it Is safe 
to do so. The special committee ap- 
pointed by the Board of Health to ex- 
amine the soil of these districts is stil 
at work. Dr. Hoffman has not yet com- 
pleted the bacteriological Investigation 
As has already been stated, no plague 
bacilli have been discovered in the sol 
of supposedly infected localities up to 
the present time. Property owners and 
business men interested are anxiously 
awaiting the raising of the tabu on the 
burnt districts. 
ut. vVood stated yesterday that much 


more work was entailed In the exam- 
ination of the soil than could be im- 
agined by a layman, and that it might 
be several days before the special com- 
mittee reported, although the matter 
was being hastened as much as possible. 


Another reminder of the plague is the 


Aala warehouse. People are Bti'.l calling 
there daily for their belongings and 
taking them away as fast as they are 
fumigated and identified. The detention 
camps are now all closed with the ex- 
ception of the battery camp, where Seu 
Kam, 
tne recovered plague patient from 


Iwilel, was removed to on Saturday 
from the pest house. Seu Kam is the 
only quarantined individual in the Ha- 
waiian Islands today, but It is deemed 
advisable to keep him apart for a little

Widow Gets Third Personalty; Rest 


of Estate in Trust for Her 


ind Children. 


The will of the late James Campbell 


Is filed for probate in the Circuit Court. 
It named Abbie Campbeil, widow o£ the 
testator, as executrix, and Joseptf 
U. 


Carter, the elder, and Cecil Brown a3 
executors. The last two are named ai- 
BO as tiusteea o£ the estate. The peii-^ 
tion for probate attachtd to the copy 
of the wi.l filed fixes the vaiue oi me 
real estate in Hawaii at ?7<u,l6U, au-i 
In 3au Jose, Cadiornia, at 
?150,UOU. 


The personal property is 
vaiued 
at 


J982.53l.15. The who.e estate is fixed 
at $1,902.691.15. The stocks and oonds 
are pat in at par, so the reai worth oi 
the personalty is much above the $983,- 
531.15 set down. 


The will is lengthy. 
Us ten pages 


contain about 3,5uO 
words. 
It 
has 


tweuty-two clauses. The first directs 
the inventorying and appraising of the 
property and says: 
"As the interests 


of my wife and my chi.dren may con- 
flict, it is my will that each of said 
interests be fully represented in 
the 


proceedings for the determination oi 
the value of my estate." 


To the widow ia 
left a 
third of 


the sum to be finally determined as 
the va ue of the personal property, to 
be paid in cash within two years and 
if possible at once. The widow and the 
four chi.dren, Abbie, Alice, Muriel and 
Mary, are to occupy the residences at 
Emma s.reel and at Leahi, while un- 
married, free of expense. 


The residue of the estate is to 
be 


he'.d in trust for the following pur- 
poses: 
A third of- the net income is 


to be given to the widow during her 
life; the rest is to be divided among 
the children during their mother's life, 
and after her death the entire income 
in the same manner. If any of 
the 


children die their issue shall stand in 
their place. 
The will says: 
"It being my pur- 


pose to provide a safe and certain in- 
come and maintenance for my wits, our 
children and grandchildren, for 
and 


during the period of the trusts hereby 
established, I direct that each female 
beneficiary shall receive and hold 
all 


moneys and other rights 
and privi- 


leges herein provided for, free 
from 


the debts and control of any husband 
she may have after the date of 
the 


execution of this 
will and that 
the 


trustees herein named and their suc- 
cessors la trust hereunder, shall keep 
intact my estate and administer the 
same under the name of 'The Estate of 
James Campbell,' and that the realty 
thereof except as herein provided In 
the case of said residence premises, 
ehall be particularly and especially pre- 
served in-tact and shall be aliened on- 
ly in the event and to the extent that 
the obvious interests of my estate sha.il 
demand." 
The authority of the trustees is to 


con-tlnue during the natural life 
and 


lives of the widow and children 
and 


the survivor of them, and if there la in 
existence at the death of such survivor 
any lawful Issue of any such child the 
trust and authority of the trustees is 
to continue for twenty years, provided 
that such lawful Issue shall live so long 
and If noi, then for the period he or 
she shall live. 
At tb* end of the period named the 


trustees are to partition the estate 
among the lawful Issue of the testa- 
tor's children then in existence, each 
taking per stirpes and not per capita. 
If at the death of the testator's wife 
and children there be no living issue 
of any of the said children, the rightful 
heirs are to receive 
the entire estate 


according to Hawaiian law. 
The pro- 


vision for the widow is stated to be in 
lieu of dower. 
No especial sum 
is 


given to the executors, who will, re- 
ceive only their commissions and fees 
allowed by law. 


The will was executed IB San Fran- 


cisco on July 8, 1896, and Is witnessed 
by Fred. Wundenberg, Charles T. Wil- 
der and Clarence W. Ashford.

When the Alameda arrived from Syd- 


ney yesterday. Dr. Wood was tne first 
man to get aboard, having oeen author- 
ized by the Board c. Health to take 
charge of the matter of looking into the 
circumstances of the vessel's 
leavinp 


Sydney and the plague conditions pre- 
vailing in that port at the time of hei 
departure, and to decide whether she 
suould be admitted 10 the harbor. 


Dr. Wood would not perrm: the Ala- 


meda to come up to tne wnarf at night 
She discharged her cargo into a scow 
in the stream, the scow remaining ii 
the stream until this morning when it 
will come to within six feet of the 
dock and discharge the cargo directly 
into the fumipating house. Two pas- 
sengers for Honolulu were permitted to 
land considering the fact that they had 
be^n at sea" for eighteen divs. 


When the steamer left Sydney 
the 


total number of plague cases, up to and 
including April 7th, had been eighty- 
four, of which twenty-six had died and 
one recovered. 
There are now atty- 


seven persons 
under 
treatment 
for 


plague in Sydney, twenty-nine cases 
having been notified during the week 
of March 31-Aprll 7.
